Pensions for all. 
Although a somewhat primitive 
country, Denmark enjoys one of the 
most liberal pension laws ever created 
by man. This entitles every subject to 
a peusion at sixty years of age, but an 
exception is made to criminals, or 
any who have led disreputable lives. 
Those who have during the preced- 
ing ten years received relief from the 
Poor Law are also excluded from this 
bounty. Applications are addressed 
to the parish, where inquires are 
made, aud the amount settled upon. 
The relief may be withdrawn if the 
pensioner should become ineligible 
through misconduct or spend his 
money improperly, and if he marries 
his peusion is withdrawn, and he be- 
comes chargeable to the Poor Law. 
The pension is to be derived from the 
parish, s-ubject to certain conditions as 
to the applicant's place of birth, or, 
the place of birth cannot be deter- 
mined, from the Foor Law, aud tho 
State contributes half the expenses of 
the parishes in distributing the relief 
provided that those expenses do not 
succeed 55,0001. in each of the years 
1891-95, and 110,000». in subsequent 
years. No appeal lies against the de- 
cision of the communal authorities. — 
Ex.

Wheat and Rye on Corn Stubble. 
Many farmers plant corn stubblo 
11 wheat and rye, and ire usually in 
uch a hurry that three rows of shocks 
re placed together aud the balance 
of the field sowed. This plan neces- 
sitates running over the seeded laud to 
secure the corn and stalks, but the 
worst feature is in leaving unseeded 
strips across the field, which arc use- 
less to the crops. Weeds are allowed 
to take posession of tho strips, and, 
until the crop of grain is gathered, 
the field indicates the shiftiest farmer. 
It is not much trouble to haul off the 
shocks to the barnyard or to an ad- 
joining field, setting them up in row-. 
They are then more easily hulked. 
Tho husked corn is nearly all in a 
body, and is more easily secured. 
The stalks and all litter of leaves aud 
htuks arc then more easily gathered 
up and saved for future use. The 
grain and straw that can be produced 
ou these strips will repay many times 
the expense of hauling oil the stalks. 
If possible, haul the stalks to a pas- 
ture, or meadow lot, and thui insure 
cleanliness in husking. Stork will 
eat broken leaves.

It, can be procured cheaply, and is 
worth all it costs as a fertilizer, be- 
sides the service iu saving vegetables 
from insect attacks. 



Sheep as Weed Klllere. 

Aseators of brush and noxious 
planU, sheep will do good service, but 
they must not be kept at it stosdily. 
orthoy will grow thin, and their 
fleeces will suffer in consequence. 
The flock must be compelled to browse 
only a few days at a time. After t 
gratification of the diet ceases, there 
is no longer profit iu coutlniug sheep 
to such food. Noolhor livo stock de- 
mand more constant change. If the 
sheep bo divided into several flocks, 
One may follow another into a field 
where brush or weeds are becoming 
troublesome, and each returned again 
after a week's relief on grass. Most 
plants can be killed by removing the 
leaves during tho summer, 
bushes should be cut down, that the 
flock may destroy them by eating 
every now sprout. Briers are more 
easily subdued early in the season. 
Largo fields should bo browsed in 
small plats by means of movable 
fencos. When grass has taken the 
ilaco of brush or weeds iu one division 
f the field, it may be used profitably 
s an exchange pasture, every second 
week. Several bells should be kept 
on the flock browsing in the tall weeds 
>r brush. Sheep are very social, and 
lothing will so soon cause a cessation 
of industry as a feeling of loneliness. 

lis also deter dogs from attacking 
the flock hidden in an overgrown 
field. The flock at this important 
work must also have a regular and 
abundant supplv of pure water and of 
salt, and be frequently visited by the 
owner. That tho cleaning of the land 
is not the whole object of sheep keep- 
ing must be borne in mind. When

The Miklrtfj of Paper Money. 
The Berkshire Hills, or, to be par- 
ticular, that portion of the hills in and 
around l'ittsfield, Mass., enjoy the dis- 
tinction of being the place of manu- 
facture of all the paper Uicd in 
making the government's legal tender, 
• a distinction which it has continued to 
enjoy uninterruptedly ever since the 
issue of pa;>er money by our govern- 
ment began. It is also worthy of 
note that these same hills have a silk 
mill wherein is made all the tiny par- 
ticles of silk thread which cover the 
tnrfaee of the completed note. So 
that, on the whole, this part fit Mass- 
achusetts may well lay claim to the 
monopoly of the money making in- 
dustry. When the paper of which the 
bills are made leaves the machine, it is 
cut. into sheets S.J inches wide by 13£ 
inches long, each sheet containing 
lour notes. A thousand sheets Weigh 
U pounds, and 17,'j.OOO pounds is the 
average amount which the govern- 
ment requires every year.

They are then 
put into jars holding half-a-gallon ol 
water and 40,000 eggs. Water, prop- 
erly arcatcd, running in and qut, 
keeps.them healthy. They have to be 
watched, so that no dead eggs collect 
in the jars, as they would become pu- 
trid aud poison tho balance. At th 
■end of sixteen days the eggs begin to 
elongate, and at eighteen da> 
bursts out a tiny fish, with a large 
sac attached to its abdomen 
ing its food for several days, 
absorbed and tends to support the 
little follow until ho is large enough 
to shirk for himself, which is in from 
eix to ten days.

Care of Work Horses at Noon. 

When work horses aie brought in 
at noontime, the harness should be re- 
moved, the sweat wiped off and the 
small and curry-comb freelv used. 
The shoulders should be washed if 
they are sweaty or sore. Before 
starting to work the sore shoulders 
may bo softened with castor oil. Do 
not water the horses while warm, nor 
feed them graiu. Both at noon and 
at night the horses should be watered 
previous to feeding grain. The 
stomach will then be in better condi- 
tion for the assimilation of solid food. 
If obliged to give a short hour at 
noon give a largo ration of grain, or 
what is still better, cut tho hay into 
half-inch lengths aud add the usual 
quaniiy of ground feed, sprinkle with 
water, and thoroughly mix. This cau 
be eaten rapidly, and will digest 
more readily ;han when fed separate- 
ly iu tho dry, dusty state.— Ex.

THE TOBACCO MARKET. 

The West cm Tobacco Journal re- 
views the situation for Burluy aud 
dark tobaccos as follows: 

GOOD MARKET FOR BCRI.EY. 

Tho large increase in the output of 
manufactured tobacco in August and 
September means a good deal for 
Hurley, aud that the increased con- 
sumption in this typo has had its in 
fiuence in values, is especiallj 
able onjthe commoner grades, although 
their comparative scarcity has been 
noticeable for mouths. The medium 
grades of blight have also largely in- 
creased, with the least improvement 
in Red Leaf, and not much better in 
Fine Leaf. But that there has been 
a material improvement in general 
values is apparent when we scan the 
course of the markets. Take tho off- 
erings in the Cincinnati market for a 
number of months patt »nd the pro- 
portion selling below $6.00 has beei 
a very 6inall fraction of tho total- 
some weeks less than 2 per cent, o 
the total, and no week up to 6 per 
cent., while this time last year some 
weeks over 50 per cent, of tho 
ings sold below $G.00, aud the average 
of the inarkei has been lately from 
1 1.50 to $3.00 per hundred better than 
the same period last year, notwith- 
standing less Good to Fine Leaf has 
offered. 

Is it any wonder in the face of this 
fact that manufacturers have been 
compelled to increase prices? In fact 
iu most instances the increase in 
price of manufactured does not equal 
the increase in value of the leaf to- 
bacco used. And with ouly a lair 
sized crop this year, and problematic 
whether or not it has a fair proportion 
of Bright type, there is no immediate 
prospect of a "slump" in values— in 
tact it depends on later developments 
if price3; on certain grades will not 
increase. 

THE SITUATION IN DAHK TOBACCO. 

The situation in Dark Tobacco is 
certainly interesting at present. There 
has never been a time for probably 
fifteen years or more that this country 
(and Europe even) has been scraped — 
iu the literal sense of the word — of 
the lower grades as the present. The 
European regies using this class of to- 
bacco largely have investigated every 
nook and corner in both countries for 
American tobacco suitable, or that 
can be used In lieu of their types, and 
even this "fine-combing" leaves them 
iu sore distress, and it is no secret 
that the contractors will lose heavily 
by the failure to secure what they can 
use at the prices the contracts were 
taken at. This will compel them to 
draw upon the least desirable of the 
better types for part stocks and thus 
reduce stocks suitable for Belgium, 
Austria. Bremen and other countries. 
The present crop, it is generally ad- 
mitted, is a very clean one, lugging 
very little, and makes the outlook 
more interesting for Spain and Ital; 
who w ill be compelled to use the 
higher grades, and thus deplete 
stocks still f urther for the other conti- 
nental markets, aud all told the 1892 
crop is not above an average one in 
quantity though better in quality. 
With an increasing demand of Dark 
types for American account, the Strip 
market can not escape the influence 
for higher values, and strippers are 
looking forward to higher values for 
Leaf, or at least as high as last year, 
and predict a hardening of prices con- 
siderably in England before consign- 
ments can be expected to be liberal.

Adjusting; Harness. 
A harness should be so arranged 
that the traces can bo adjusted up or 
down to meet the line of draft. Thus 
the pressure upon the shoulder may 
be evenly distributed. This is very 
important if tho team is /o do heavy 
work. In plowing, harrowing and 
similar work where the Hue of draft 
is low, let out the back band to such a 
length that when the traces are 
straightened there will be no pressure 
or pulling down upon the back. For 
general farm work, a back baud made 
from cloth is preferable to one 
leather, being much lighter 
cheaper. The lines should always 
strong, and so adjusted that w 
drawn tight the heads of both auiinals 
will be straight with their bodies, and 
not pulled together or thrown apart. 
Such out-of-liues positions make th« 
steady work of the farm horses much 
more difficult and tiresome.— Ameri- 
can Agriculturist. 

Feed the Straw. 
In all Industries, the use of tho bye- 
products is a great source of profit. 
The straw in grain growing has much 
food value. To cure straw 
proper manner the grain is housed in 
good condition, or is so stacked tha 
the weather will affect it but lit 
When threshed, it is put up ii 
neat stacks which will shed rain, or 
if possible, placed under shelter. I 
in stacks, when the feeding season ar 
rives it is cut down with the hay knife 
that only a portion of it may be 
covered at a time. This applies more 
particularly to oat and barley straw, 
the feeding value of which for farm 
stock is considered to be worth half as 
much as timothy hay, pound for 
pound. 

Ii about two quarts of flue salt per 
ton of straw be applied to straw at 
threshing time, it will make it more 
palatable than if not so applied, or, 
in feeding, a weak brine may be 
sprinkled over it, when the stock will 
eat it with more relish. 

The beards of barley straw are con- 
sidered by many objectionable espe- 
cially when the stock is allowed to 
feed from the stack, or from racks in 
the open air where the wind whisks 
the beards about, often endangering 
the eyes of the animals. Should a 
beard lodge in the eye, a piuch of fine 
salt thrown under the lid will cause 
a copious discharge, and the impedi- 
ment is usually thus washed out, but 
if not, a second application will re- 
move it. Most of the beards can be 
separated from barley straw by re- 
moving, at threshing time, a two-inch 
cross section from the straw carrier 
ing tho beards to fall through. 
The chaffis a valuable constituent of 
the oat crop, and should be carefullg 
preserved- for feeding purposes.— 
American Agriculturist.
